Dollar 
corn makes this the king of grains, 
and the crop, in Indiana is the larg- 
est in years.

The country has 
consumed its corn supplies in ten 
months and old corn is so scarce in 
some sections of the corn belt that 
farmers are using the new crop, 
which is selling around 65 cents, or 
almost 25 cents a bushel more than 
a year ago.
